Ottawa.—"Immediate and substan- 
tial reduction in the tariff on the 
necessaries of life, ineluding  food- 
stuffs, clothing and building material,” 
was the substance of an amendment to 
the budget resolutions moved in the 


House by J. S. Woodsworth (Labor, 
Centre Winnipeg). 

The Woodsworth amendment, 
which was seconded by J. T. Shaw 
(independent, West Calgary), is as 
follows: 


“That, whilst the budget proposals 
would seem to indicate the recogni- 
tion by the government of the neces~ 
sity for a fiscal policy designed to 
encourage industries based upon the 
development of the natural resources 
of the country, and to afford some 
alleviation of the financial burden 
bearing upon the peorie; 

“And, whereas the condition of such 
industries, and the position of con- 
Mimers in general, is such as to de- 
mand relief; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that the 
best interests of | Canada will be 
served by an immediate and sub- 
stantial reduction in the tariff on 
the necessaries of life, including 
foodstuffs, clothing and building ma- 
terials; 

“And, further, that the loss of 
revenue, if any, which might result 
from such reduction in custom duties 
should be made good, by: 

“(a) The readjustment and 
sion of the income tax to bear moré 
heavily on unearned incomes} 

“(b) By a direct tax on unimprov- 
ed land values, including all natural 
resources; 

“(c) The*institution of a graduated 
inheritance tax on larger estates.” 

The Speaker announced that the 
amendment could not be accepted as 
originally drafted, because it contain- 
.ed proposals for taxation, and Mr. 
Woodsworth agreed to have it 
drafted, so that the Jatter part of it
